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THE FTC CRACKS DOWN 
Federal 
agencies 
hav e 
sev eral 
times 
threatened to crack down more heav ily on 
misleading or false telev ision adv ertising. 
Now 
the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission, 
spurred on by public reaction to the TV 
quiz show scandals, announces that it ac­ 
tually plans to carry out such a threat. 
The ETC monitoring staff is being more 
than doubled, and Chairman Earl W. Kint- 
ner promises that his agency will “ strike 
fast and hard” at broadcasters “ who fail or 
refuse to police themselv es.” 
Two things are worth bearing in mind 
as the FTC begins this campaign to purge 
TV commercials of falsity . One is that the 
campaign probably will be only as good 
as the public wants it to be. If there is 
widespread indifference, the FTC’s clean­ 
up effort doubtless will fade away after 
awhile. Only sustained public interest in 
better TV adv ertising practices will keep 
the FTC on the alert. 
It also is important to be mindful of the 
fact that by no means all TV commercials 
are open to the criticism, as Kintner re­ 
marked, that they “ ex aggerate, irritate 
and nauseate.” Much telev ision adv ertis­ 
ing maintains high standards comparable 
to those to be found in most newspaper 
adv ertising. 
It would be doing business and industry 
a serious injustice if all TV adv ertising were 
to be tarred with the brush of falsity be­ 
cause the FTC has declared war on bad 
commercials. Adv ertising, whether on tele­ 
v ision or in printed media, generally serv es 
useful, constructiv e purposes. It is the bad 
apples that the FTC is alter. In that en­ 
deav or it deserv es sustained public support.

FEATHERBEDDING 


Two definitions may correctly bo given to the 
word featherbedding. One is that a laborer per­ 
forms less work than he is paid to do or that he 
is capable of doing in a gi\cn time. The other is 
that the u nions requ ire that more personnel be 
hired on a job than is necessary, so that an indi­ 
vidu al worker mu st do less than he is able to do. 
Making work ru les is the fu nction of management 
net of the labor u nion. In fact, u nion interference 
can drive u s far behind in the world competition 
for markets. 
An instance of the first kind of featherbedding 
is the u se of smaller bru shes by painters, and the 
u nion’s rejection of rollers. This means that the 
individu al painter is slowed u p. He cannot do as 
mu ch work as it is possible for him to do in a 
given period and for which he is being paid. If he 
is a conscientiou s individu al, he will work slowly 
so that he does not display idle time. In effect, 
the u nion ru les cheat the contractor; they pre­ 
vent the worker from becoming a craftsman. Ac­ 
tu ally, they keep the worker down in the scale of 
promotions. 
An example of the other form of featherbed­ 
ding is on the railroads. They are forced to em­ 
ploy more w orkers than are requ ired to do the 
job efficiently. Thu s, the cost of operations has 
gone so high that both travellers and shippers 
avoid the railroads which sooner or later mu st 
close down. Many of the present railroad workers 
are older men who are waiting to be retired. It 
is not a good job for an ambitiou s you ng man, 
anymore. 
. 
. 
. 
Another example of featherbedding is in the 
newspapers, the t\ {» graphical u nion demanding 
that when an advertiser sends in a mat of ma­ 
terial already set u p and ready for plating —that 
is, as you see it in the newspaper—a member of 
the u nion sets u p a du plicate which is thrown 
away. This is called “Bogu s 
in the trade and 
takes place every day. It is a very expensive item 
in the bu siness and a wastefu l one. 
No one can defend featherbedding becau se it 
is w aste—hu man waste, capital waste, waste ot 
property and equ ipment. It is a form of increas­ 
ing wages and increasing the nu mber of em ­ 
ployes. 'Die end effect of the process is that it u ps 
the price beyond reason and has ou t-priced, along 
with other cau ses, American goods in foreign m ar­ 
kets and in some instances even in American 
markets. 
Featherbedding has u nfortu nate socio-psycho- 
logieal effects. A man is employed to work 40 
hours a week. His u nion specifies coffee-breaks, 
which only add to his fat and give the girls time 
to gossip. The u nion also stipu lates certain holi­ 
day s during the year. A maximu m 40-hou rs a 
week is the lowest time for employment in any 
industrial cou ntry. It is an eight-hou r day. five 
day s a week. Actu ally, it is less than a seven- 
hour day , considering all the minu tes for breaks 
and rests and the go-slow of featherbedding. In 
effect, it is a constant sabotage, bu t as it works 
out, it is not the bu siness alone that su ffers bu t 
the national economy. 
Tru e, it is possible for a modern indu stry to 
pu t in labor-saving devices and to try to absorb 
the cost of featherbedding, bu t many indu stries 
have reached the breaking-point at which feather­ 
bedding cannot be absorbed by the market. This 
is the essential cau se of the steel strike. Whereas 
as long as the steel price cou ld absorb the cost of 
featherbedding, the companies did not fight it; 
today, however, the steel companies cannot com­ 
petitively absorb 
the cost—nor can American 
au tomobile companies. Therefore what the u nion 
may u ltimately force American indu stry to is 
nationalization; that is, either the government 
will own the companies or will giant them su b­ 
ventions to m ake u p for economically u nnecessary 
employment which may be socially necessary. 
There is another side to this coin. While we 
have an enormou s labor force of 70,000,000 and 
au tomation is redu cing the need for excessive 
manpower, there are actu al shortages in all serv­ 
ice employments. W here do these skilled service 
workers disappear to? Let u s say, nu rses. What 
other work do they do that there is su ch a short­ 
age of them? Has featherbedding created su ch an 
attitu de that u npleasant bu t necessary work is 
avoided?

At first her sarcasm merely contu sed u s. 
H er

we'd smile u ncomfortably and blu nder on. u nsu re 
of w hether we’d been approved or criticized. 
Bu t gradu ally, as we became certain ol her u n­ 
friendliness, we began to resent her fiercely. We 
resented not her criticism so mu ch as her refu sal 
to pu t it into hotiestly critical words. So in open 
defiance, we finished ou r whispered conversations 
and cared less and less abou t pronou ncing the 
words in ou r readers. 
We started taking Miss 
Hamm at her word and not at her meaning. 
O u r principal had to find another su bstitu te. 
Sarcasm is a dangerou s self-indu lgence for 
parents, too. 
When we find Gloria's sw eater and school 
books piled on the dining room table, we can’t 
afford to say: 
“T ha t’s right. 
Ju st lea\e you r stu ff wherever 
you feel like it for other people to clear u p.” 
Gloria may also take u s at ou r word instead 
of ou r meaning. Angered by ou r u se of permissive 
words to express ou r u npermissive meaning, she 
m ay choose to ignore ou r real wishes—and obey 
the words. 
She may walk ou t of the dining room 
su lkily and leave u s to clear the table of her be­ 
longings. 
Like Miss Hamm, we parents resort to sa r­ 
casm ’s distortion of ou r real wishes becau se we 
have poor respect for ou r wishes.

Little Hope Is 
Held for Climber 
Lost in Storm 


KATMANDU, 
Nepal. 
(AP) 
- 
"My husband has climbed moun­ 
tains for 20 y ears," said the wife 
of Hideko Kato. "He would not 
lose out to a blizzard." 
But while Mrs. Kato refused to 
believe the worst at the couple’s 
home 
in Japan, 
Nepal officials 
held out little hope for the veteran 
climber and 31 members of his 
Mt. Gauri Sankar expedition. 
They vanished more than three 
weeks ago while trying to scale 
the forbidding face of the 23,400- 
foot Himalay an mountain named 
for the Hindu god of destruction. 
Mt. Gauri Sankar, which strad­ 
dles 
the Nepal-Tibet border 22 
miles northeast of this Sherpa vil­ 
lage, never has been conquered. 
It was feared that Kato, his two 
Japanese companions and 29 Ne­ 
palese porters perished in bliz­ 
zards and avalanches that swept 
the mountain last month. 
Kato's party has not been heard 
from since leaving its base camp 
18,000 feet up the mountain. Two 
porters were left at the camp and 
one of them brought word here 
Friday of the disappearance. 
Kato, 38, a Japanese govern­ 
ment statistician, was accompa­ 
nied by Moriaki Abe and Mitsu- 
haru Oishi. They started their trek 
from Katmundu the second week 
of September.

The Town of U lster Board 
adopted its 19 60 budget this 
week following a public hearing 
attended by some 35 persons at 
the Lake Katrine Grange Hall.

dollars less than tHe budget for 
19 59 which totaled $205,057.
